REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  FOR  1895. 


We  are  now  entered  upon  the  third  year's  work  under 
the  present  school  course.  Since  its  adoption  in  September, 
1893,  there  have  been  but  few  changes  or  modifications 
found  necessary.  Elementary  algebra  has  been  introduced 
the  last  year  in  the  town  school  course,  while  work  in  history 
is  taken  up  earlier  in  the  course  than  when  it  was  first  formu- 
lated, and  physiology  is  now  finished  on  the  completion  of  the 
first  year  in  the  First  Grammar  room.  These  latter  modifica- 
tions, though  slight,  have  been  found  necessary  to  make  room 
for  a  year's  work  in  elementary  algebra,  which  is  a  real 
necessity  before  entering  the  High  School.  The  course  is 
showing  in  results  much  more  than  was  expected  of  it.  Its 
beneficial-  features  are  broadspread  and  it  may  be  said  of  it 
that  it  promotes  regular  attendance,  generates  an  ambition  in 
the  pupil  to  hold  class  position,  creates  an  interest  in  the 
pupil,  which  becomes  desire,  to  stay  and  finish  the  work. 
That  this  is  true  is  attested  bv  the  fact   that  in  1893  there 
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were  only  about  25  to  28  pupils  iti  our  High  School,  while 
now  there  are  41,  and  a  careful  estimate  shows  that  next  Sep- 
tember there  will  be  from  52  to  56.  Neither  the  number  of 
*cholars  drawing  school  money  in  town,  or  the  total  number 
of  pupils  in  attendance  in  our  schools  as  a  whole,  have  in- 
creased in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  numbers  in  our  High 
School. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  work  in  that  room  was  such, 
upon  my  entrance  upon  the  duties  of  Supervisor  in  18D3,  that 
the  present  course  was  arranged.  At  that  time  four  years' 
work  was  being-  carried  on  there,  and  18  recitations  daily 
were  heard  by  one  teacher.  This  was  about  three  times  the 
labor  imposed  upon  teachers,  generally,  in  such  schools 
over  the  State,  and,  as  may  be  supposed,  much  of  the  work 
w  as  impcrfectlv  done  because  of  lack  of  time  to  devote  to  it. 

The  method  1  selected  to  remedy  this  was  to  raise  the 
grade  in  all  of  the  town  schools  and  cut  the  work  in  the  High 
down  to  three  vears.  It  was  evident  from  the  beginning  that 
it  was  iikelv  to  tax  pupils  to  their  utmost  capacity  for  work  to 
accomplish  the  course  in  this  limited  time.  Hut  this  waa 
selected  as  the  best  way  at  that  time.  For  the  limited  Dum- 
ber then  attending  our  High  School  the  town  would  scarcely 
have  felt  like  affording  a  Principal  and  an  Assistant,  and  four 
years  studies  under  one  teacher  were  too  much  to  do  and  do 
well.  Now,  with  the  increased  number  attending  the  High 
School,  an  assistant  is  an  absolute  necessity.  I  mentioned 
the  fact  that  this  condition  might  occur  in  last  year's  report, 
but  asked  for  no  appropriation.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  in  September  it  waa  found  necessary  to  ha\e  an 
assistant,  and  Miss  Kate  L.  Reed  was  engaged  for  Fall  ami 
Winter  terms,  to  assist  one  half  of  each  day  for  $">.00  per 
week.  Believing,  also,  that  more  and  better  work  could  be 
accomplished  by  the  Piincipal  we  had  employed  the  year  be- 
fore than  by  a  new  teacher,  we  retained  him   at   an  advanced 
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salary,  paying  this  year  $800  against  $700  for  the  previous 
Year.  This  brings  about  quite  a  large  overdraw  in  this 
account,  which  is  as  follows:

This  overdraw  will  be  reduced  to  $255.08  on  the  receipt 
of  the  $125.00  due  now  but  unpaid  by  the  State. 

I  consider  that  our  High  School  will  cost  fully  $1000 
per  year,  but  not  exceeding  that  figure,  for  as  long  as  its 
size  and  scholarship  requirements  are  about  as  at  present. 
This  will  make  it  necessary  to  raise  annually  $750  as  the 
town  draws  the  balance  from  the  State.  This  year  my  recom- 
mendation  is  more,  as  it  is  desirous  that  this  account  may  be 
brought  nearer  to  a  balancing  point  on  our  towrn  books. 

As  a  College  Prepaiatory  Course  is  invariably  four  years 
in  all  our  seminaries  and  institutes  throughout  the  State,  I 
feel  like  recommending  a  change  from  three  to  four  years  in 
our  High  School  course  to  take  effect  next  September.  This, 
with  a  Principal  and  an  Assistant,  can  be  conveniently  carried 
on,  and  we  will  see  fewer  instances  of  pupils  dropping  from 
the  course,  giving  as  a  reason  for  doing  so  that  they  cannot 
stand  the  work.  Another  recommendation  I  would  make  is 
this:  that  the  present  English  Course  in  the  High  School  be 
systematically  laid  out  to  include  a  very  thorough  and  ad- 
vanced course  in  English  Language  studies,  including  English 
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Literature,  Book  Keeping  and  Commercial  Arithmetic,  in 
fact,  a  first  class  English  Commercial  Course,  embodying  just 
what  is  most  practical  for  our  youug  men,  in  particular,  and 
what  they  will  find  most  beneficial  and  useful  in  future  years. 

Town  Schools. 

Last  spring  I  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $1800 
instead  of  $2000  as  in  former  years  as  the  schools  were  well 
supplied  with  maps,  charts  and  globes  and  such  incidental  ex- 
penses were  not  likely  to  be  as  much  as  previously.  Below  is 
a  summary  of  the  Town  School  figures  for  the  year.

While  on  the  face  of  the  above  figures  the  expeose  looks 
extreme  it  is,  in  fact,  the  most  economical  method  of  manage- 
ment. Several  reasons  exist  for  so  much  outlay  the  past  year. 
So  many  additions  in  the  High  School,  where  the  text  books 
are  most  expensive.  Many  additions  in  our  town  schools 
where  sets  of  books  entire  have  been  necessary,  and  more  than 
all  else,  the  complete  collapse  of  a  great  number  of  old  books 
that  were  absolutely  worthless  for  further  use.  $168.26  as  an 
overdraw  from  '94  left  but  $221.74  for  this  year's  purchases. 
The  condition  of  the  arithmetics  and  grammars  was  such  that 
■new  ones  were  required  to  more  than  half  the  number  that 
would  be  necessary  if  new  ones  were  introduced  throughout. 
As  these  books  were  each  .65  cts.,  list,  with  20  per  cent  dis- 
count, netting  52  cts.,  and,  on  exchange,  we  received  an 
allowance  of  the  same  20  per  cent  and  one-third  discount 
from  list  for  the  old  book,  however  badly  tattered,  bringing 
the  cost  of  the  new  book  to  31  cts.,  net.  It  left  no  doubt  in 
the  judgment  of  the  School  Board  that  it  was  the  ^better  plan 
to  make  new  introductions  of  Arithmetics  and  Grammars — 
Such  were  introduced  in  the  two  works,  Milne's  series  of 
Arithmetics  and  Metcalf's  Language  Lessons  and  Grammars. 
The  trade  was  made  so  that  the  payment  might  be  carried 
over  into  1896  without  interest  or  expense.  Thus  it  may 
he  seen  that  the  purchases  for  '96  are  largely  made,  and  our 
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books  are  in  such  a  conditton  as  to  make  the  expense  for  the 
next  two  or  three  years  less  than  for  '95  and  '6.  I  cannot 
however,  refrain  from  expressing  an  opinion  that  pupils  are 
in  many  cases  heedless  as  to  their  care  of  the  text  books  they 
are  using-  and  wear  them  out  much  faster  than  they  would  if 
the  books  were  their  own.  There  aie  many  cases  of  real 
abuse  of  the  books  but  I  have  never  seen  where  the  statute 
provision  could  be  equitably  enforced  to  remedy  the  matter. 
1  think  parents  might  aid  largely  in  the  preservation  of  the 
books  by  giving  the  matter  some  attention  in  the  case  of  their 
children,  and  note  the  condition  of  their  books  from  time  to 
time  during  each  term.

Conclusion. 

The  schools  have  all  been  doing  Rood  work  the  past  year 
and  a  steady,  straight  forward  advancement  has  been  made; 
and,  in  my  opinion,  the  two  chief  contributory  reasons  for 
such  an  excellent  showing  are,  first,  a  systematic  course  of  in- 
struction; and,  second,  a  policy  of  retaining  our  teachers  wno 
are  acquainted  with  the  work  and  the  pupils.  The  latter  part 
is  highly  essential  if  the  teacher  is  doing  satisfactory  work.

We  are'pleased  to  report  that  we  have  been  able  to  carry  out 
the  vote  by  making  all  the  extension  the  town  voted  to  make. 
We  are  satisfied  that  the  Town  has  a  first  class  Water  Plant, 
everything  is  working  finely,  only  two  breaks  in  the  main  since 
the  water  was  first  turned  on,  which  is  a  remarkable  record  for 
a  new  plant,  so  the  old  water  men  say.  There  are  a  few  ex- 
tensions which  ought  to  be  made  in  the  near  future.  First* 
from  S.  Nickerson  &  Sons,  to  H  Hartung's.  Second,  from 
Congregational  Church,  to  Samuel  Cavnor's  house.  In  all  our 
transactions,  we  have  done  that  which  we  thought  was  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  town.  Now  that  the  Water  Plant  is  com- 
pleted, and  our  trying  duties  are  ended,  we  hope,  and  sincere- 
ly believe,  that  it  will  be  a  paying  investment  for  the  town.
